On Tueſday morning we recci- 
ved intelligence'thar Piince Repert & P. Manricewere 
at Banbury upon their march rowards Newark, ſome 
reported them ro be twelve hundred, orhers fix hun- 
dred ; Vpon which Intelligence all the horſe belong. 
ing to this Garriſon, being three hundred, and four 
hundred more which lay at Stamford, were drawn to 
Melton by Colonell Roſs:ter, to interpoſe betwixt the 
King andthe Princes, or to joyn with the Horſe and 
Dragoons under Colonell Manwari»g then ar Lei- 
cefer, and ſince gone to Derbyto joyn with Colonell 
Genezall Pozats. Yeſterday morning upon intelli- 
ocnce:from Burle/2h, that the report of Prince  Rs- 
perts comming was: falſe, and the King being retur- 
ned backe to Newarke, our Horſe were ordered to 
march back to Grantham, no ſooner were we march- 
ing, bur from Leiceſter we received Intelligence that 
che Princes were upon their march towards Belvor, 
ve purſued them: with all ſpeed; they faced us twice

The King is now in Newark, 
his Horſe quartered berwixt Newark and Welveck,part 
ofthem: and as we hear, Sir Marmaduke Lanzdale with 
the reſt marched Northward, it is likely to releeve 
Skipton Caſtle, Colonell Generall Points is come ro 
Derby,and Colonell Manwaring is gone to him, which
